PRIME MINISTER: FINDS NO 
CAUSE FOR ACTION. 


MESSAGE TO MOSCOW. 


London, Jan. 21. 

Questioned in the House of 
Commons to-day regarding the 
conditions obtaining in Russian 
timber camps, Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald said he was advised that 
there was no reason to take ace 
lion against the import of timber 
from Soviet Russia under the 
Foreign Prison-Made Goods Act. 

The Prime Minister, at the same 
‘time, sald he fully realised the 
anxiety felt in Great Britain by 
the allegations of tll-trentment, 
ete, in the Russian lumber’ camps, 
and the Government had communi- 
cated the existence of that fecling 
to the Soviet Government.--Rew- 
ter, 


Escapes from Archangel, 


The Premier's enquiry: was 3 
sequel to the story related by three 
Ruasians who recenlly ‘escaped 
from a penal camp at Archangel, 
details of which were forwarded 
to the Prime Minister by Sir Hil- 
ton Young. 

Three men-~-n Cossack, a farmer 
and a shopkeeper——who anid they 
were | prepared to fepeat— their 
evidence on oath, provided their 
names were not disclosed, manned 
to make a hiding-place for them- 
selves on a vegdel loading with 
timber Jast summer and lay hidden 
for six duys before the ship safled 
and for a week after sbe left part, 
when they were compelled to come 
out from lack of water, 


Given Work, 


They were unable to speuk Eng 
lish, but on arrival in Great Bri- 
tain the story they told through au 
interpreter so appalled the local 
authorities that they were allowed 
to vremnin in tha country, although 
without papers, They have now 
heen enadled to obtain work and 
the sole reason for not disclosing 
their identity is the fact that their 
families are atill in Russia, 

If their story is correct, the nl- 
legation made in connexion with 
recent Soviet timber shipments to 
Great Britain and the United States 
that it was produced by slave 
labour would appear to be proved. 
According to the sworn nMdavit 
of the interpreter, ‘ the — testificrs 
stated: “At Archangel -prisoners 
who knew any foreign-language 
were forbidden to load foreign 
ships, 18 the Soviet . Government 
was afrald they might reveal to 
the representatives of foreign coun- 
tries the appalling conditions in 
Russi. Prisoners in this’ camp 
had to work 12 hours daily, with 
no rest days at all. 


Alleged Unspeakable Conditions. 


“They had to,cut down or lond a 
certain amount of timber in 12 
hours, but as many of them were 
{ll and weak they could not do 
their work in the time alloted and 
had to go on working until they 
had finished. No consideration 
was made for SiIncas, The pri- 
soners died like files. 

“The food consiated of two and 
onehalf pounds of bread, which 
was only given the prisoner if he. 
had. falfilled his task. If he 
could not do so his ration was cut 
down accordingly. ; 

“Most ‘of the prisoners are In 
nnd there is no question of 
snow boota; usually all they have 
to wear on their feet are wooden 
shoes. . : . oh ee a! 

“In the camp at Penujaky, the 
prisoners have: to sleep in .. tents 
when there is GG degrees of : frost, 
until: they haye. duilt - themaelves 
wooden huts in which to spend’ the 
night. .

Rack to Fundamentals. — 


Whon one [x hot and bothered— 
au hot and bothered the school and 
university teacher must needs, be 
at this moment—the only thing to 
do is to go back to fundamentala. 
And 1 am going to ask you to bear 
with me on few minutes while I 
glance back to the great daya of 
Athons, when master-minda like 
those of Aristotle and Plato—mindsa 
that saw things clearly and saw 
them as a whole—were Inying the 
foundations of the political social 
and ethical philosophy of the 
West. Plato died In Athens fn 
347 B.C.. ond Aristotle. who 
amongst other things was tutor to 
Alexander the Great lived from 
$84-322 B.C. Had Aristotle and 
Plato anything to say about educa- 
tion, and haa what they sald any 
relevance to the problema which 
are confronting the world to-day? 
Thoy had a grent dent to say and 
what they said was profoundly re- 
levant to the problems of to-day, 
for what they said went to the root 
of the matter, 

Aristotle started to proclatm 
that man was by nature a social 
animal—fie. ai Hving creature 
whose development was only pos- 
sible aa a member of an ‘orguniz- 
ed community, a State as he call- 
ed it. Now the State to Aristo-~ 
tle was not a mere fortuitous col- 
Joction of individuals Living ina cer- 
tain area, It was fur more than 
this, “Fhe State,” argued Aris- 
totle, “has oa moral character. ex- 
nelly ag an individual has and its 
responsibility ia Hke his, If the 
object the State sets before it Is 
not realized in its citizena dt ts 
not realized nt all dnd thia object 
ix not. something indefinite, but 
the building up of a fixed type of 
character, what Aristotle called 
"Ethos" Failure to produce this 
type of “Ethos” or character 8 
the failure of the State, for this 
“Ethos” is that diving spirit that 
keeps thé political body healthy 
and united, “The grenteat of all 
security,” Aristotle wrote, “for the 
permanence of constitutions” is 
what all men now neglect, name- 
ly education in accordance with 
the constitution, for the best laws 
in the world are of no avail, if men 
are not educated in the spirit of 
the State, When, therefore, Aris- 
totle asked himaolf ‘How shall we 
mike our citizens good men?” 
he replied without © moment's 
hesitation, “By  aducation.” To 
him In fact the fundamental pro- 
et of polities was one of educn- 
tion. 


Modern Distinctions, 


Modern education inevitably 
divides itself under many heads— 
primary, higher, technical, or, as 
some would say, vocational, scicn- 
tific or religious, These distinc- 
tions are rea) and can not he 
ignored but In the controverales to 
which they give rise it is well just 
because it is hard to remember 
that the ultimate subject of all 
education isa ving organism—a 
girl or a boy, a man or 2 woman, 
whose vital powers though dlvi- 
sible in thought are really one and 
undivided: that the vital’ wants of 
the boy, the. girl, the man or the 
woman, are equally such whether 
they be for fresh air or religious 
truth and that the mind will starve 
or degenerate if its natural nourish. 
ment be denied as surely as will 
the body if its wants are neglect- 
ed. 

“We would not have our citi- 
zen,” wrote Plato, “grow up 
among images of moral doformtty 
as in some noxious pasture and 
there to browse and feed upon 
many a bancful herb and flower 
day by day, little by little, until 
they silently gather a mage of cor- 
ruption in their own soul!" “The 
greatest force,” lie added “in ahap- 
ing the lives of men and women 
fy public opinion. Whose voice 
sounding in the Assembly and the 
Law Courts Ja practically irreais- 
tible by the efforta of individuals.” 
“The power of evil,” he concluded. 
“ean only be counteracted by 
creating x power of good as pene- 
trating, as unconacious, aa univer-

way, The whole world is pasaing 
through a period of acute ecuno- 
mic distrers; the difficulties 
through which they are passing 
are unsettling the minds of men; 
old Innd-marks-.are being swept 
away; new-clalms are demanding 
attention; new ideas are clamour- 
ing for recognition, In the gen- 
oral readjustment which [4 now 
tuking place throughout the world, 
the welfare and development of 
nny particular section of the gon- 
eral Hongkong community will 
depend mpre and more on its own 
efforts and its capacity for un- 
selfishness, We can not all realize 
the stupendous, though to many, 
unp’ latable, truth. that “the pro- 
gress of humanity is the Epic of 
the vast, tragic, cenhnobling, im- 
mortalizing, and all-conquering 
ethic of Renunciation.”

A WELL-EQUIPPED INSTITUTE 


AT BERLIN. 


Herlin, December 18. 

This week Professor Planck, the 
head of the Kaiser Wilhelm Society | 
for Scientific Research, was present

health propaganda, we welcome the 
action of the Sanitary Department 
in prosceuting a number of Chin- 
ese for failure to haye their chil- 
dren vaccinated. The Jaw is that 
within six months of birth in the 
Colony, every child must be vaceina- 
ted, and there is a further provi- 
sion that all children brought into 
the Colony must undergo vaceina- 
tion within one month of their first 
arrival, These obligations, how- 
ever, like so many others in Hong- 
kong, are. more honoured in the 
breach than in the observance. 
This fact is not to be wondered ut, 
secing that there is no serfous 
effort made to enforce the law-in 
regard to registration of births and 
that there appears to be no ma- 
chinery in existence for the cheek- 
ing of the number of children com- 
ing into the Colony. So long as 
tilis is the case, we cannot hope that 
the vaccination laws will be respec- 
ted by any more than a small ma- 
jority of parents or guardians. 

The unfortunate part of prosecn. 
tion for non-compliance with the 
Vaccination Ordinance is that, 
with conditions as they’ are, the 
only people who are brought be- 
fore the Court are those who have 
alrendy shown some regard for the 
law by having the births of their 
children registered. ‘In some oases, 
it may be that fuilure to get a child 
vaccinated, or to send in a certi- 
ficnte of successful vaceination to 
the Sanitary Department, is due to 
forgetfulness, or even to ignorance 
that these requirements are neces- 
sary. Where this ta the ease, the 
offender may quite naturally feel 
somewhat aggrieved at being sum- 


moned when he reflects on the fact, 


that wherens he has voluntarily 
come forward and obeyed the regis- 
tration. Jaw, thousands of others 
who have not done s0, and have not 
had their. children vaccirinted 
cither, get offacot ‘free: in -respect, 
of both the éne omission and ‘the, 
lather. In this’ way, any. undue 
pressure, with the threat. of fines 
for non-vaccinition, may result .in 
even fewer birth registrations be- 
Ing made. Whilst saying so much, 


we quite appreciate the umount of 


work thrown on to the authorities 
by reason of people’ falling to com- 
ply with the law, but we do sug- 
gest that the root of tho trouble 
lies in the utter disrogard paid by’ 
the bulk of the Chincse population 
to the birth registration require- 
ments. It fa from thls angle that 
we should like to-see the authori-

tles a little moro energetic. Re- 
cently, it was pointed out that there 
are every year some two thousand 
bodics of children. found in the 
‘streets, obviously children who have 
not been registered. That fact 
alone, ns Mr, Hazlerigg pointed out 
at the time, reflects a breakdown In 
tho registration system, but if we 
add to thia number the thousands 
of others who are never regiater- 
ed, the total would bo truly ap- 
palling, Surely it Is possible, even 
if it involved house-to-house visita- 
tion, to censure. the Iaw being ob- 
served. Even this, procedure 
would not be necessary for the 
immediate future, as n Census is 
Ito be taken in March, and those 
in charge of it should have no 
difficulty in discovering who have 
been registered and who have not. 
The grent necessity, both in the 
matter of non-vaceination and non- 
registration, js persistent pro- 
paganda, so that the requirements 
of the law may be widely known. 
We doubt whether any organised 
effort along these lines is at pre- 
sent undertaken. 

One point which arose in con- 
nexion with yesterday’a — prosecu- 
tions ia worth © commenting 
apon, When the Magistrate wis 
requested to make an order for the 
vaccination of a child, he express- 
ed the view that he had no power 
to make such an order: all that 
he could do was fine the parent. 
This may he the strict literal read- 
ing of the Inw; Sf so, there would 
seem to be need for a revision of 
the terms of the Ordinance so that 
power may be conferred to order 
compliance with the requirement 
that “every child bern or resident 
in the Coloriy shall be successfully 
vaccinated,” Otherwise, — there . is 
no alternative but to keep on fin- 
ing the offender. The principle we 
urge is already recognised in other 
Ordinances. For instance, the 
erection of dn illegal structure not 
only renders the person responalble 
liable to a fine for infringement 
of the Jaw, but. in addition to met- 
ingy out) punishment, — the *Magis- 
trale can insist on the future ob- 
servance of the law by ordering 
the structure to be removed. It is 
an offence not to have a child vac- 
cinated, but the mere fining of the 
guardian does not secure compli- 
ance with the Jaw; that can only be 
done by ordering the vaccination to 
be carried out. The Ordinance 
may not lay down this requirement 
in so many words, but we cannot 
help thinking that this was the 
intention of the law-makers, 


An Absurd Charge. 


The absurdity of Mr. George

TALKING ABOUT 


_ By ROBERT LYND. 


T js a very ancient practice to 
make generalisations about 
women., Even the. most primitive 
savages have their proverbs about 
women—most of them disparaging. 
The majority of proverbs, [ sus- 
pect, were invented by men. 

As the world grows older the flow 
of remorks about women increases 
rather than declines ond, so fay a3 
1 can judge, they get no nearer the 
truth among highly — civilised 
-peoples than among savage tribes. 
1 seldom hear a generalisation 
absut women without feeling 2 
rtrong desire to contradict ft. It 
does not matter whether the gen- 
erallser says that women are better 
than men, or worse than men, or 
more or less the same as men, 1 
want to contradict him in any caso, 
for I am fairly sure he ia wrong. 


The Hend of Eton. 


This week “I have felt o strong 
desire to contradict the Headmaster 
of Eton, who has’ been making all 
kinda of general remarks about 
women in a speech at a girb’ 
school. I should like to contradict 
him when he says that women are 
physically more courageous than 
men, and I should also like to con- 
tradict him when he says that they 
nre more cruel. : 

I should not object to his shying 
that women have more _ physical 
courage than I have. Have I not seen 
them taking riska with their cars 
that I would never dare to take? 
But then Ik have scen other men 
taking the same risks. I have seen 
women climbing up a high church 
apire, the very thonght of which, 
made my head swim, but there were 
men as bold who climbed with them. 
If all men were like me, women 
would have the dangerous places of 
the world all to themaclves. But 
you cannot generalise about men 
from the’ single instance of me. 
Nor has anyone ever known a 
sufficient number of the male in- 
habitants of the world to know 
what approximately is the average 
amount of courage possessed by 
each of them, Hence, I suspect 
that to say “Women are more cour- 
ageous than men” is to aay sdme- 
thing that tells us seareely ‘any- 
thing about either’men or women. 
To say “Men ate more  coura- 
genous than women” ia to say 
something that tells us as 
little and that somehow sounds just 
ay true. I should certainly — feel 
justified in’ contradicting both. 

As for Dr. Alington’s remark 
that women are “the stronger sex 
in the sense*of bearing pain and 
the more cruel in their readiness 
to give it’ that; too, surely calls 
for contradiction. I have, 1 admit, 
heard from doctors that in, hospitals 
women us a rule are more paticnt 
patients than men, and there may, 
therofore, be something in that half 
of the generalisation. But I have 
never seen anything in the facts of 
history or in the world around me 
‘to suggest that there is greater 


cruelty in one sex than in the other]. 


TI have known very few cruel people, 
though « good many spiteful oncs, 
but I have never notieed that. in 
either cruelty or spite one sex had 
the advantage over the other. I 
often think that there jis no one 
more spiteful than a spiteful woman 
except a spiteful man, and I think 
equally ‘often that there is no one 
more spiteful than a spfteful man 
except acapiteful woman. This Is

Tho case was re-heard by Mr.

About 
seven o'clock the same evening, he 
discovered that the perambulator, 
which waa usually kept) under- 
neath the staircase, was missing. 

In reply to Mr, Butters, com- 
plainant said he did not give the 
defendant her wages before ahe 
left, and he did not give her per- 
mission to get the perambulater 
repaireit. 

The foki of a marine hawker's 
dhop In Portinnd Street said the 
defendant brought the perambula- 
tor there on January 16 and want- 
ed it repaired, She said her mas- 
ter had given her 65 cents, but the 
repairs cost 96h cents, The follawy 
ings morning, she came agnin, ie- 
companied by a Chinese constable. 
When the constable was question- 
ing him, the defendant bolted. 

Inspector Ogg said he saw the 
defendant at) the  Shamshuipo 
Station on Tannary 16, He asked 
hey what she wanted, and she re- 
plied that she wanted te claim 
wages from her master, 

The defendant’ denied bavi 
stolen the perambulitor, She said 
she had taken if to gel ve red, 
becanse she herself had damaged 
it.

tion of returning it and claiming 
her wages.

‘TREASON TRIAL | 
IN_ ITALY." 


"SIGNORA DE. BOSIS . AND 
HER . SON. 


A STERN TRIBUNAL. | 


hh Romo, Dee.. 21, 
Tho trial opens to-morrow of 
Signora do Bosis, the American 
born widow of the poct and trans- 
lator of Shelley, who along with 
three others, 23 already reported, 
is charged with political conspiracy 
agninst ‘the Fasciat state—a crimo 
punishable with imprisonment from 
fifteen to thirty years. 


It was-up to the last. moment 
Uelieved that Signorn de Bosis, 
‘who is GG years of age, would bo 
liberated on the ground that hor 
participation in tho alleged .con- 
spiracy was a misguided act of 
motherly affection for her son, 
Lauro de Bosis, who has already 
made ‘public profession of his 
methods and guilt. 


Signora de Bosia, perhaps thanks 
to the very utterances of her son, 
has to face the tribunal for the 
defence of the Stalte—the sternest 
and moat uncompromising Court 
in Italy, The son, Lauro, will bo 
tried in absence. 


“Civil War’ Charge. 


Enjoying the confidence of the 
Fascist Government, Lauro waa 
secretary of the Itnio-American 
Society in New York, and he was 
gn the way home to Rome to take 
up a new post under the Fascist 
regime when it was discovered that 
he was one of the prime anti- 
Fascist Liberal plotters. The other 
alleged leaders urc now about to 
undergo trial. 

Lauro was warned of the arrest 
of his mother and tho others before 
he reached Italy,~ and abruptly 
atopped hig journey. . 

The charge agafnst the prisoners 
under the penal code is of “having 
in 1930 in Rome and elsewhera 
conspired with others against the 
order of the State and incited rebel- 
lion by circulating clandestine pub- 
licntions with the intention of pro- 
voking armed insurrection and civil 
war.” With the prisoners are four 
others who are charged with com- 
plicity. : 

The paper circulnted by the ‘ne- 
cused people was called The Na- 
tional Alliance for Liberty ond its 
aims were to join nll anti-Fasciats 
except Communists into’ ono 
organisation working ayainst 
the Fascist Government from with- 
in. 

Apart from the fact that the pro- 
tagonists of this anti-Fascist move- 
ment were all well known to tho 
English speaking residents of Rome 
the trial is of special interest in 
that it is the first timie since the 
advent ‘of Fascism that Liberals ai 
Liberals have been arraigned before 
the special tribunal. 


WORK SCHEMES FOR 
UNEMPLOYED. 


HARTSHORN AND 
LLOYD GEORGE. 


MR. “MR 


Mr. Vernon Hartshorn, M.P., 
Lord Privy Seal, has sént a lotter 
to Mr, Lloyd George declaring his 
readiness to’ defend certain figures 
given by the Government respect- 
ing schemes for finding work for 
the unemployed. ‘Those figures 
were challenged by Mr. Lloyd 
George in the House of Commons. 

They were originally given by 
Mr. H. Morrison, the Minister’ of 
Transport, in the House of Com- 
mons, who stated that he estimated 
at the end of the year there would 
‘be approaching 200,000 men em- 
ployed directly or indirectly on 
State-nssisted schemes. 

“Y was surprised,” Mr.  Hart- 
shorn writes in his, letter to Mr, 
Lioyd George, “to hear the closing 
sentence of your speech, in which 
you snid you did not believe the 
Government figures as the number 
of men employed on schemes of 
public works. You also said that 
the House of Commons and the 
Prime Minister were being misled 
ns to the amount of work that was 
being done at present, and that 
when the Prime Minister knew the 
actual facts he would take strong 
action to put the matter right. ; 

“That statement I regard’ a8. a 
serious reflection on myself, ° 
the Minister responsible for ‘the 
figures given. If anyone has mis- 
led. the. Prime Minister I am the 
‘decelver.” ag : ; 
“I fecl strongly about this mat- 
‘ter, for I can conceive Of no morv 
serfous charge that can bo brought 
against any Minister than thot of 
misleading the House of Commens 
and the Prime Ministor. ‘If, there- 
fore, in, the first debate on unem- 
ployment after the reassembly of 
Parliament you .wili renew the chal- 
lenging statement contained in the 
closing sentences of your speech 
Jast Friday, 1 will undortake tho 
task of establishing the substan- 
tal accuracy of the figures givon. 

“I will, prove that they jare a 
close approximation to tho actual, 
and that they are the most nearly 
correct figures it is possible for 
anyone to give the House of Com- 
mons.” © ; : .

RIDDLE SOLVED 
DEATH ENQUIRY. 


HOW IDENTITIES OF CORPSES 
WERE CONFUSED. 


After a protracted investiga- 

tion, the Coroncr (Mr. Lindsoll) 
yesterday solved the riddle con- 
corning two Infant corpses whose 
respective identitics became mix- 
ed up at ‘the Public Morgue. 
“ On tho 14th of last month, two 
infant corpses were received into 
the Morgue. One was that of a 
child found In the Public Gardens, 
and the other of an infant dumped 
in a scavenging lane at West 
Point. ‘ ane 

Central Pollce Station ‘took 
chargo of the corpse foind in the 
Public Gardens and sent it to the 
Morgue. The West Point Station 
-similnrly acted in the case of 
the body picked up in thoir own 
district. 

It was not until the folowing 
morning, at the © post-mortem 
examination that the discovery 
wns made by the Medical Officer 
in charge of the Morgue (Dr. A. 
V. Greaves) that one of the bodics 
had a cord tightly drawn around 
Its neck. It had escaped the 
notice of the Police. 

The discovery suggested murder, 
and it was reported by the 
Medical Officer in the ordinary 
way, that is to aay, Included. in 
the daily returna from the 
Mortuary. 

The case then became one for 
Police investigation, The identifi- 
ention card necompanying ench 
care, being not tied to the body, 
confusion appears to have then 
nrisen ns to which of the two 
infants It was that had been 
atrangled. 

A Police Interpreter from the 
Wost Point Station, at: the con- 
tinuance of the enquiry yerterday, 
asserted thant the body sent from 
Kis Station that morning did not 
have a cord tied around the neck.

For some years she nursed 
the iden; finally one day she Icft 
home and opened a school for poor 
girla ina amall house. Her offorts 
succeeded, the pupils 
other ladjea joined her. She then 
took over & monastery out of 
which some women hermits had 


been driven by Napolcon. 


At the age’of 34 she established 
the Convent of St. Guiseppe. 
Other houses followed in rapid 
succession—in Verona, Venice, 
Milan and in five other cities of 
Northern Italy. She died tn 1835 
put by then her Inatitute had al- 
rendy apread to England, Indin 
and China. 


Such wan Maddalena di Canosaa, 
fn woman in whore Hfe there were 
no romantic episodes, a quiet lov- 
able character, an cfiicignt or- 
ganiser, strong with that atrength 
which comes from a nature at 
once simple and atraightforward, 
a nature suffused with the all- 
compelling ideal of helpingz 
others,

to the devotion of an Itallan 
Countess who had prabably never 
heard of Hongkong the women and 
gitls of this Colony owe this 
Italian Convent and all that ft has 
stood for and stands for still.
